SAX FIIANCIBCO, May 28.—Several citi- 


zens of Fresno have been placed in em- 
barrassing positions through revelations 
before United States District Judge 
Morrow this morning in a Chinese, 
habeas corpus case. 
The action1 in 


question was brought to compel the col- 
lector of the port to permit the landing 
of Dong Hung Aok, a Chinese claiming, 
to be a member of the San Sam Sing 
Company, doing business at J033 (i 
street, Fresno. In behalf of the Chi- 
nese a letter was psesented from K. W. 
Moodey, Postmaster at Fresno, inclos- 
ing a photograph of the Chinese i 
question, and stating that h« was it 
Fresno merchant. The name given by 
the Fresno Postmaster did not corre- 
spond with the name in the certificate 
of identification, which bears the name 
of 
I,. O. Stephens ami W. A. Bean, 


Fresno undertakers, Henry Mills, har- 
ness dealer, and G. M. Boles, a Fresno 
merchant. 


This certificate 
declares positively 


that l)ong Hung is a merchant resident 
of Fresno and personally known to the 
signers. Through the discrepancy in 
names Judge Morrow demanded a* fur- 
ther investigation, and finally the Chi- 
nese admitted the certificate was false 
and that he was not a merchant of 
Fresno, and that ht; had purchased the 
certificate from a Han Francisco Chinese 
for $20. Dong Hung mid the Chinese 
who petitioned for release on habeas 
corpus were ordered into custody for 
perjury, and Judge Morrow instructed 
the district attorney to thoroughly in- 
vestigate the manner in which the 
fraudulent certificates from Fresno came 
intu existence,

When the industrial army reachei 


this city on Saturday evening "General" 
Barker stated two things. One was 
that his camp would be picketed and 
every effort made lo prevent the men 
from drinking jn saloons or dbminittint 
acts of vagrancy. The other was tha 
the men were eager for a job of work. 


The industrial army bad not boon in 
imp 
forty-eight hours before this 


pleasing illusion was forever dispelled 
from the minds of the citizens of Fresno. 
On Sunday and most of yesterday 
number of drunken industrials were 
seen on the streets, and even one of the 
;ompaiiy captains was constrained to 
admit ho bad never known the men to 
behave BO badly. 


The desire for work, which General 


Barker a dinned to be burning in the 
breasts of the army, has one important 
qualification attached lo it. They want 
work, but it must be on their own 
Lenny. 


General Barker desired a KKI'UIII.ICAX 


reporter last evening lo give the people 
of Fresno plainly to understand certain 
iacts which are plainly set forth in the 
following brief interview. The reporlcr 
asked General Barker when the army 
would begin lo move. 


"I cannot say," was Hie reply. 
"The 


citizens of Fresno have donciiiilhiug for 
us. The Chinese helped us, and a few 
poundH of tea and some Backs of (lour 
:iavo been given us by individuals. The 
railroad people will not give us trans- 
portation. 1 cannot say when we shall 
go." 


''Suppose. General, worn, should be 


jiven your men in exchange for board 
while here, what would you say?" 


"Not a man can remain in my army 


who would accept the terms. You can 
my lo the people of Fresno frrm me 
,hat we will only work for living wages. 
No two-bit-a-day or four-bit-a-day prop- 
osition for us." 


The General was informed thai Fresno 


iiid ils own army of unemployed, num- 
jurs of whom would gladly "work for 
llioir board under thu stress of the pres- 
enl hard times. 


"We are here lo nsecrt u principle,"

THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


The spread of communistic ideas i 


this country is becomini: alarming t 
those who still liold to MIC belict Ilia 
the form of government established ll 
the founders of the republic is not a fai 
ure, and it is n fair presumption tha 
there are a good many oi that sort oi 
people left notwithstanding the widely 
disturbed state oi the public mind. It 
is universally conceded by intelligent 
people that reforms are imperative: that 
capitalistic privileges and advantages 
must be curbed and more rigidly con- 
trolled ; but it is safe to say that a very 
larce majority of the most intelligent 
class of citizens still hold to their faith 
ill the perpetuity of the republic sub- 
stantially in the form which it was 
handed down by Hie trainers of the con- 
stitution and ns it has been so success- 
fully maintained tor nearly a century 
and a (lunrter. 


Undoubtedly the advent of the Popu- 


list party has had much to do with Ihe 
spread of the belief in n socialistic, or 
cominunistis form ol government, not 
so much in the declarations of its plat- 
forms, but in the more radical ami revo- 
lutionary measures commonly advocated 
by its represenntives through the press 
and on the rostrum, but while this is 
true it does not lie in tlie mouth of the 
Democratic party to condemn ns it is 
doing 
the 
anarchistic tendencies of 


Popnlistic teachings. The skirts of the 
party in power are by no means clear 
on that score. 


The mostsignificant symptoms wliirti 


go to illustrate the demoralized condi- 
tion of the public mind is the existence 
oi predatory armies of 
unemployed 


throughout the country, and the un- 
usual number of strikes and tlie violent 
demonstrations attending them. Of the 
two the outlawry of the strikers and the 
tolerance shown thcni in some instances 
by those whose sworn duty it is to pre- 
serve the peace, and the sympathy ex- 
pressed for them by people who ought 
to be loynl citizens, is by far the most 
alarming. There may be some sem- 
blance ol excuse for the so-called indus- 
trial armies in the temporary business 
paralysis with which the country i» 
afflicted, and as a consequence aid in ex- 
tended to them by people who recognize 
the foolishness and even Ihe danger uf 
ench 
an 
unwarrantable, 
undertak- 


ing, but sympathy with striking work- 
ingmen who leave their employment 
and then proceed to destroy the prop- 
erty upon which they were employed 
and shoot down other laborers who 
seek tlio privilege of working is sym- 
pathy with crime ns dastardly nnd out- 
rage" upon defenseless citizens as in- 
famous as it is possible to commit. 


The shooting down of one class of 


workingruen by another class lias noth- 
ing to do with the initiative or refer- 
endum or any reasonable reform pro- 
posed. 
It is simply enforcement by 


murder of an edict as tyrannical as an> 
plutocrat has ever dared to put forth in 
the name of his riehtB under the law. 
Theinan who apnipathizes with strikers 
who kill their fellow workmen is in 
sympathy with murder, and the gov- 
ernor of a state who upholds them i 
guilty of treason. 


In Ibis connection it will not be fo: 


gotten that during the memorable strik 
nt Homestead, when strikers were bat 
tling for possession of the works the 
had deserted, prominent 
Democrat! 


congressmen stood up in the bnlls o 
congress and proclaimed the right i 
those strikers to the possession oi th 
property, and t<. ndopt the mcnsure 
which they did to secure it. In the 
determination to convince the peop 
that all their ills were due to the Auier 
can system of protection these dema- 
gogues applauded 
anarchy nnd lent 


their influence to tbe cause of cunflB- 
cation and open deGance. of law. Is it 
surprising, then, that a class ol men 
who bold these views themselves should 
have taken renewed courage from the 
defense extended to them from the halls 
of congress by the representatives of a 
powerful political party? It certainly 
is not, in view of the fact that the party 
is now in power and in a position \a 
permit the practice of its teachings. 


That High Priest and Prophet of De- 


mocracy, Grover Cleveland himself, is 
not exempt from responsibility for the 
growth of the spirit of unrest. In every 
message he has preached the gospel oi 
distrust and the people came to believe 
him. 
He persistently arrayed class 


against class, and told tbe many that 
they were being robbed1 by the few. He 
saw nothing in the real evils of apprc- 


•' 
ciated money and a contracted currency, 
but led the people to believe that they 
were being robbed by the protective tar- 
iff. His language was invariably that 
of the agitator and the demagogue. The 
plain inference was that unless the peo- 
ple elected him and his party their deg- 
redation and impoverishment would in- 
evitably follow. He painted black pic- 
tures of robbery and oppression and 
called upon the people to arise in their 
own defense. The Moses to lead them 
out of the wilderness and the hands of 
Ihcir enemies was kept conspicuously in 
view.

These nre a few ol the expressions 


lirovor Cleveland used in one message, 
and they set forth ns plainly as columns 
the disreputable manner in which he 
played upon the prejudice and passions 
of the people until his points were 
gained. What he has done since is a 
matter of record. 


The llemocnitic parly should pluck 


the beam oi anarchy from its own eye 
before it indulges in a great deal of de- 
nunciation oi those who are not actually 
more culpable.

;>lis should puy taxes according to their 
•tiBpBClivu abilities. The income tax is 
not a sectional tax. Tlie wealthy ob- 
|ect to the tax becuuuo now they escape 
JieirjiiKt eh are, while under the lax 
they would have to pay consideniblv 


"Tbe people in general are in favor of 


the tax, while the politicians and 
wealthy classes are oppossed to it. Un- 
der the present system, the burdens of 
taxation are put on the necessities of 
life. In England and Prussia the tax 
has been successful. David A. Wells, 
the American economist, says that the 
tax is one of the fairest that can be de- 
vised. Wli'du falling equally on all, it 
occasions no change in distribution ol 
capital, or in material industry, and has 
no influence on priceE. 
Miss Baisy King opened for the nega- 


tive, and spoke as follows: The income 
tax is generally levied in times of great 
necessity, and it was once triud in I'-ng- 
land. But it was so um>oi>ulnr that it 
was repealed as soon HB possible. In 
France it works very unsatisfactorily. 
In Massachusetts tin's tax is in force 
but there are many who do not report 
their true incomes; and as a conse- 
quence only about one-fourth of tin, 
amount due to to the state has huen col 
lecied. 'It's collection lias been the oc 
casion of the greati-.st civil dissensions
